The au- 
thority was expecting to receive a copy 
of the report in uctober but now 
expects one in November or De- 
cember.

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There is one major criticism of English 
education which continues to produce 
resounding echoes but no action. It is the 
accusation that the schools, the polytechnics and 
the teacher training institutions are permeated by 
values hostile to industry and enterprise. 

This line of thinking was forcefully expressed 
by Correlii Barnett, in a well-known paper to the 
Royal Society of Arts in February 1979. and in 
more academic and measured form by Martin 
Wiener in Ills recent study of English Culture and 
the Decline of the Industrial Spirit. 

The most recent restatement of the argument 
comes in an article in The Times last week by 
Professor David Marquand, professor of Con- 
temporary History and Politics at Salford Uni- 
versity: “One of the main reasons for Britain's 
failure to keep pace with competing economies is 
that, for more than a century, our elite culture 
has been anti-entrepreneurial, anti-industrial 
and, in a profound sense, anti-productive, 
esteeming the possession and tasteful consump- 
tion of wealth but disparaging its creation and - 
creators." 

Salford is one of the former Colleges of 
Advanced Technology, a technological universi- 
ty with close links with industry. A high propor- 
tion of its graduates successfully find their way 
each year into productive industry. Professor 
Marquand’s complaint was that the Government 
had turned the task of making the higher 
education cuts over to the University Grants 
Committee - a body dominated by just these 
anti-industrial, anti-entrepreneurial values, and 
therefore the natural enemy of the ex-CATs (or 
those of them which have remained true to their 
last). Of course. Professor Marquand is engaged 
in a rear-guard defence of Salford and is not 
without a professional interest in where the cuts 
will fall, but to point this out by no means 
disposes of the substance of his argument. 

This critique of higher education as hostile to 
the attitudes of mind required in a modern, 
hard-up, post-imperial Britain has made some 
progress in society at large but almost none 
within the educational establishment or in gov-

More recently, a manifesto oil Education for 
Capability was launched with a star-studded 
letter in 77ie Times. An article by Jack Cross in 
The TES on July 31 described the progress of this 
movement of which Mr Peter Gorb, of the 
London Business School, is a leading light.

while it is obviously healthy that practitioners and 
consumers should seek to introduce the changes 
"they want without waiting for Government 
action, it remains true that most politicians, civil 
servants, local authority administrators, heads 
and primary and secondary school teachers look, 
ostentatiously, in the opposite direction. The 
criticism is not echoed by any of the DES 
publications. It is not the basis of any proposals 


for examination reforms. It does not show up in 
the HMIs' surveys. 

This Is because the argument goes far beyond 
and behind the. schools. If the ambience of 
English elite culture is what the critics say it is - 
and most fair-minded people would probably 
agree that it is - then the schools are the prisoners 
of this culture as well as its celebrants. To take a 
single example: engineers are undervalued not 
because of higher education but because of 
cultural values. Educating more engineers, by 
itself, won’t put things right, if the undervalua- 
tion and underemployment of engineers con- 
tinues to apply and hence, engineering never gets 
the best recruits or the better salaries. For the 
school to pretend.it is otherwise while existing 
practice prevails would be fraudulent. Schools 
cannot by themselves change the reward systems 
by which society underwrites present values.

As usual though, difficulties arise 
when administration is considered 
and the commission asks about the 
machinery required. Full marks for 
arranging for their training services 
and special programmes divisions to 
be combined in 1983 - that will be a 
relief to all concerned. But their 
attempts to set up local machinery 
will be more difficult. The area 
boards of the special programmes 
division and the district manpower 
committees both mentioned as mod- 
els effectively leave all decision mak- 
ing in the hands of officials and 
would frustrate proper local coor- 
dination. Something better will be 
needed, something which takes 
account of existing experience and 
institutions. To be effective the new 1 
system of industrial training must be 
technically sound, administratively 
convenient and accountable and that 
should start at the centre. 

What is really needed is a body to 
coordinate the activities of the va- 
rious departments involved, the De- 
partment of Industry, the Depart- 
ment of Education, the divisions of : 
MSC, the Department of Employ- 
ment and, of course, the local 
education authorities. MSC would 
naturally wish to assume this role. I 
do not think it should. 

Before 1973 the Department of 
Employment was responsible for 
coordination through a central youth 
employment executive containing 
senior civil servants from the depart- 
ments most concerned. It is an ex- 
tension of this idea which could best 
meet the present need. A group of 
senior civil servants (say under- 
secretaries from each of the Depart- 
ments) charged with promoting cohe- 
sion and avoiding wasteful overlap 
could assume responsibility. They 
could account to a "Youth Employ- 
ment Board” or “Youth Employ- 
ment and Training Council” . which 
would include representatives of loc- 
al authorities, trade unions and em- .

It might 
well- be useful for such a body to ' 
have its local echo in area boards of

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Teacher unions clash, but NAS wins the day 


The differences between the two biggest 
teachers' unions broke- out in the open 
again on the first afternoon of this year's TUC 
conference when delegates voted in favour of 
a big shake-up which would give the smaller of 
the two a seat on the general council for the 
first time. 

The two unions, the National Union of 
Teachers and the smaller National Association 
of Schoolmasters/Union of Women Teachers, 
met together under the auspices of the TUC a 
few months ago in a bid to get them to coal 
their public bickering. 

However, when the conference debated 
widespread changes in the way members of the 
TUC’s genera] council were elected, it was 
perhaps significant that the first two speakers 


to catch the chairman's eye from the floor 
were from the NUT and the NAS/UWT - 
opposing each other. 

Under the plan under debate, each union 
with more than 100,000 members would be 
given an automatic seat on the general council. 
This would mean two teachers’ unions being 
represented - the NUT and the NAS/UWT. 

At present, five representatives of the public 
service unions are elected and this has tended 
in the past to keep the smaller unions off this 
powerful body. Only Mr Fred Jarvis, general 
secretary of the NUT, has represented the 
world of education on the committee during 
the past year. 

The first speaker was Mr Don Winters, 
executive member of the NUT who told the 


conference the proposed move would be "an 
exercise first of all in unfairness." 

“It would guarantee some people permanent 
seats on the general council while for others it 
would be an insurmountable obstacle in their 
path," he said. “Three-quarters of the general 
council would enjoy the privilege of not hnving 
to face the ballot box." 

He said genera! council members should be 
elected by trade unionists as a whole. 

But Mr Terry Casey, general secretary of 
the NAS/UWT, urged delegates to support the 
change, adding: “We’re told that (at present) 
the whole movement is responsible for the 
election of the general council. 


United front will fight 
public service pay curbs 


Union leaders representing two mil- 
lion service employees - including 
teachers - are planning to join forces 
this winter to defeat government 
moves to limit their pay increases. 

All the unions involved in the pub- 
lic service - representing everyone in 
the education service from caretak- 
ers to administrators - are discussing 
how they can avoid being “picked off 
one by one 1 ' by the Government and 
oppose its plans to limit cash aid to 
local authorities for wage increases 
and introduce cash limits for other 
public sector workers. 

One plan being mooted by Mr 
Ken Thomas, general 'secretary of 
the Civil and Public Services associa- 
tion, is that they should ail go for a 
common pay claim - and offer each 
other iornt support in achieving it. 
..Mr Fred .Jarvis,; general secretary 
of the 'National Union ' of .Teachers ' 
said: “These matters are* under dis- 
cussion, We have supported the 
establishment of a public services 
committee for the trade union move- 
ment and we appreciate the desira- 
bility of coordinating a pay campaign 
strategy through this, body. 

'• “However,' it is 'a very complex 
; and difficult matter and.it will not be 


easy to achieve more than an agree- 
ment on the desirability of concerted 
action.” 

Mr Terry Casey, general secret- 
ary of the National Association of 
Schoolmnsters/Union of Women 
Teachers, said: “It's no use kidding 
ourselves that there's going to be 
joint strike action - teachers aren't 
going to go on strike for NXJPE 
workers or civil servants. 

“However, we ought at least to be 
morally obliged to tell each other of 
the claims tnat we are making and 
how they are progressing. 1 am a 
great believer In hitching our pay 
claim as far as possible to that of the 
civil servants. 

“Last year, the public sector faced 
cash limits which were half the level 
of inflation. The public service ira* 
•ions should have gone - perhaps

aminaflons could look like emerged from the 
Schools Council today in the form of IS reports 
from groups of subject experts set up to advise the 
Council. 

The Government has called for new “national 
criteria” or ground rules to govern the syllabuses 
and assessment procedures of the new exams. The 
idea Is to ensure some comparability between the 
exams offered by different boards or assessed by 
different modes or techniques. 

The boards are drawing up these criteria for (he 
Government's approval next year and the first 
drafts of these ore expected to be released In a few 
weeks time. 

The Schools Council will eventually be asked by 
the Government to comment on these, hut In the 
meantime it has been carrying out a parallel 
exercise of Its own. 


The 15 reports were drawn up by sub- 
committees of the council's standing subject com- 
mittees and usually included a small minority of 
classroom teachers. They do not, at this stage, 


commit the council to_ any particular policy or 


action and have no official standing. 

The results vary widely in quality and 
approach. Some drew up their own versions of the 
criteria while others produced more general 
“criteria for criteria”. 

A number of points of agreement emerged, 
sometimes coincidentally and sometimes as the 
result of obvious backroom lobbying. 

Many groups found the Idea that the new exam 
should be designed or restricted In some way to 
the ablest 60 per cent problematical or unpalat- 
able. 

The committees are also anxious that the new 
criteria should not hamstring any ftiture curricu- 


lum development and want them to be flexible 
and, some suggested, revised every five years. 

The ground rules would be worthless If a strong 
body Independent of the exam boards is not set up 
to police them, some groups recognized. 

There Is no secret that the council sees Itself In 
this role, though the Government has pointedly 
avoided any commitment to this effect. 

Simple direct English, though sadly lacking In 
some of these reports, Is nevertheless said to be 
very important In examination papers. 

The need to reduce sexual and cultural bias is 
also stressed by several groups.

Neglect of leavers ‘could end in court’ 


THE TIMES EDUCATIONAL 
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The English education system badly 
fails the handicapped school leaver, 
a chief education officer told an in- 
ternational conference this week. 

Mr Barry Taylor, chief education 
officer for Somerset, said education 
and training largely ended at 16 or 
17, when the handicapped were at a 
fruitful stage of their development. 

He told the conference, organized 
by the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) in Cardiff, that a National 
Children’s Bureau survey in 1978 
showed that a disabled 18-ycar-old is 
5 vc times less likely to be in full- 
time education than the 
ed. 


non- 
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Tt would not be too long, he said, 
before an education authority was 
challenged in the courts for failing to 
provide education for handicapped 
pupils beyond 16. 

Education chiefs must be more 
committed to providing money, re- 
sources. energy and people to impro- 
ving services for this age group. 
They must also persuade (he Gov- 
ernment, education committees and 
staff in colleges and universities to 


become committed. 

. Further education colleges in par- 
ticular should become more aware of 
the needs of handicapped young peo- 
ple. They should try to cooperate 
closely with Adult Training Centres 
for the mentally handicapped. It was 
not unknown for the establishments 
to be within a quarter of a mile of 
each other without knowing of each 
others existence. 

Mr Taylor said he was aware that 
the education service was uneasy ab- 
out ATCs but the service should try 
to modify, liberalize and change 
them, not undervalue them. “We 
cannot afford to have internecine 
warfare with our colleagues in social 
services," he added. 

He appealed for better links be- 
tween schools and colleges to avoid 
refietition of students' work although 
he realised that many formal link 
courses had been abolished because 
of budget cuts. 

One way round the problem of 
resources was the principle of "mar- 
ginal funding”: “I look at Hie mass 
of paper that makes up the budget 
ana look carefully to find out where

The conference, jointly sponsored 
by the Government and the OECD, 
was called to review the OECD's 
project “The Handicapped Adoles- 
cent" and its implications for this 
country. 

Of the 120 delegates, 38 repre- 
sented 25 education authorities and 
30 came from other OECD countries 
including Australia, Belgium, Cana- 
da, Japan, Sweden and the United 
States. 

Discussion focussed mainly on in- 
tegrating the handicapped into ordin- 
ary schools and providing services to 
help them make a successful transi- 
tion into adult and working life.

Industrial revolution 
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Secondary schools and companies In 
Oxfordshire wilt shortly; begin pre- 
parations for a major exhibition which 
will celebrate the many ways in 
which these two sectors of society, 
which never normally rub shoulders, 
live developed an extensive network 
of links. 

The exhibition will be held next 
year. Behind it lie years of work in 
the county to bring schools and in- 
dustry closer together. 

Initial links were between school 
craft, design and technology depart- 
ments, ana the production sections 
of manufacturing industries. From 
this sprang the idea of holding regu- 
lar major events to illustrate the 
growing relationship. 

A schools design competition in 
1976 led on, two years later, to an 
extended competition in which pupils 
had also to carry out market re- 
search on their designs. 

Then in 1980, 42 schools took part 
in nn exhibition. “We Understand 
Industry, Industry Understands Us", 
which showed that links with indus- 
try spread across the whole school 
curriculum. Exhibitions included a 
display of the design and manufac- 
ture of stair-climbing aids for the 
elderly and n survey by fourth-year 
pupils of the style of business letters 
used by different companies. 

The exhibition was not intended to 
be an end in itself, but aimed to 

f yrovidc a chance to refine existing 
inks, review the current situation 
and to motivate everyone concerned 
to continue to develop contact with 
one another. 

One apparently unlikely project 
involved the pupiis and staff of a girls’ 
school and a company concerned 
with the extraction of snnd and 
gravel. The link, between Mithem . 
Ford. School In .Oxford and J. Curtis, • 
& • Sons Ltd * has grown ‘ over . 12

Sixth forin pupils hare visited the 


company's sand and gravel pits to 
study rivers and their deposits, the 
geology of the local limestone and its 
fossil content, the economic use of 
these natural materials and the 
reason for the location of these ex- 
tractive industries in Oxfordshire. 

In such ways, links had already 
become established, but the exhibi- 
tion promoted further ideas. The 
Sand and Gravel Association has 
taken an active part in this and 
arranged for Professor Stanley Beav- 
er, an authority on sand and gravel, 
to lecture at the school later in the 
year, and then to accompany pupils 
on a visit to the gravel pits. 

Sixth formers and teachers, includ- 
ing Miss Alice Wakefield, the head, 
have visited the new development of 
Curtis Ltd at Sutton Wick and the 
link with the firm continues to de- 
velop. 

‘Liaison between 
schools and 
industry does not 
merely happen’ 

Another very different aspect* 
school-industry liaison is the second- 
ment of teachers into industry. A 
small but growing number have 
taken place in Oxfordshire, for 
penods varying from a few days to 
one year. 

Ttoo of those who had done a 
three-week secondment chose this as 
nieir theme for last year’s exhibition. 
Because of this and other successful 
ventures, this year the education de- 
partment, Smiths- Industries. in Wit- , 
ncy and the Understanding British 
Industry project havfc arranged for 
JntjreaMpng secondment of. a. maths

On her return to teaching next 
year, she will help provide support, 
guidance and matenal resources for 
future seconded teachers. The educa- 
tion department has allowed her one 
day a week for this work. 

Smiths Industries in Witney have 
also been involved in other schemes: 
the company has taken another Ox- 
fordshire teacher for 10 weeks, 
pioneered a two-day course for 
fourth formers from one of the local 
schools, (now on offer to another 
school,) and nm an in-service day 
for the teaching staff of another 
school during half-term (35 to 50 
took advantage of this opportunity). 

Members of the firm’s staff are 
involved in area liaison groups, 
school governing bodies, school- 
based working groups on curriculum, 
school appraisal and othpr matters, 
and with the Understanding British 
Industry project. Five managers are 
undertaking project-based program- 
mes in five local schools. The com- 
pany provides advisers for Young 
Enterprise companies, speakers ana 
discussion leaders at conferences and 
for pupils In schools, assistance with 
mock interviews and design projects 
in schools; and is still looking' for 
ways in which it can both offer 
assistance to local schools, and be- 
nefit as a company from cooperation 
with them. 

One of the more recent develop- 
ments in Oxfordshire has been the 
involvement and support of some 20 
national bodies in the school-industry 
link area. Again, the exhibition last 
summer was the trigger which started 
’ a number of particular Initiatives and 
perhaps, the best example of the 
achievement of another of the ex- 
hibition's aims - that of stimulating 
Interest and encouraging further de- 
velopment and greater involvement - 
has been the story of the link be- 
tween K J , n fi James' College at Hen- 
ley and the Building Societies’ Asso- 
ciation.

Mexican Americans 
arid i Vrotnea.' 

However, after an 18-month inves- 
tigation, (be Foundation concluded 
(hat (he entire system of maths 
twhlng throughout the United 
States needed radical reform. 

Tie foundation report says that 
(here has been a significant decline 
in maths standards over the past few 
yeatrs and adds that the United 
States, in terms of maths and science 
(mining, might almost be called 
underdeveloped, especially in com- 


parison to Japan and the Soviet 
Union”. 

This decline, combined with falling 
school rolls, says the report, 
threatens a major shortfall in the 
number of graduates with n strong 
maths background. 

"With fewer maths achievers com- 
ing out of high school, fewer college 
students will be prepared to handle 
advanced training in high technology 
fields, business, economics and en- 
gineering " it says. 

The National Council of Teachers 
of Mathematics said at its annual 
conference in April that the three 
major problems were: 

• School maths failing to keep pace 
with changing technologies; 

• Most pupils not studying maths to 
the level required for their futures, 

• A dramatic increase in the present 
shortage of qualified maths teachers. 

The maths taught in American 
classrooms is minimal, says the 
Foundation report, adding that Dr 
James Fey, a maths lecturer at the 
University of Maryland, has found 


that only arithmetic of the 10 basic 
mathematical skills is taught across ' 
the board in primary and secondary 
schools. 

Maths teachers frequently have a 
limited knowledge of thier subject, 
says the report. It is possible in some 
states for a primary teacher to teach 
maths without having studied it 
beyond secondary school level, and 
the Foundation urges that secondary 
pupils be required to study maths Cot 
at least three years. 

The Foundation has made grants 
to school districts in various parts ol 
the country, and to several higher 
education institutions which will

- education away from home is still 
shown to be otiose, at least to the 
thousands of grannies, housewives 
and others who have gained a degree 
from the Open University while 
studying in their living rooms. In an 
age where the declared aim is an 
education for all who want one, it is 
difficult to maintain the pseudo- 
elitist argument of universities who 
want to run a closed community. It 
is also becoming increasingly difficult 
■ to fund. 

But perhaps the most plausible 
idea put forward to encourage the 
movement away from home is cen- 
tred around a belief in independ- 
ence. Three years in student accom- 
modation is seen as a time journey 
towards adulthood, maturity and 
self-responsibility. Apart from re- 
garding students as a special case, as 
opposed to trainee accountants, 
butchers or Civil Service clerks, this 
viewpoint is based on a radical mis- 
understanding of the nature of inde- 
pendence. 

Independence is not a bed-sitting 
room in a university hall of resi- 
dence. It is an attitude of mind that 
comes with integration of the perso- 
nality. In most religious traditions 
independence is marked by marriage 
and the moving away from home to 
start a family of one's own. 

Our modern interpretation of the 
word takes it to be a state of exist- 

institutional context before putting 
the whole onus on the individual 
child as Mr Laslett does. 

How does -behaviour modification 
distinguish between blatantly immor- 
al behaviour and that which only 
infringes the teacher's personal and 
subjective preferences? If, as I sus- 
pect, no distinctions are possible 
then the educational inadequacies of 
behaviour modification are glaring. 
Morality, properly a concern of 
education, becomes confused with 
teacher say-so, and the modified child 
would seem to have little chance of 
abstracting the distinctive character- 
istics of either.

ence cut off from our roots - an 
ability to survive in alien territory. 
For the universities such a concept 
rests on the expensive nnd shaky 
support of a student health and 
counselling service which seeks to 
meet all emotional need with merely 
professional skills. In effect the uni- 
versity acts as a nanny offering 
advice in every area of living. That 
such a cushion is necessary is in itself 
disturbing: that it should be seen as 
progress is baffling. 

True, there arc sbmc students for 
whom education while living at home 
would be a nightmare, but they are 
HPl the majority. And there are 
obviously many who do not live in 
university cities for whom it is a 
necessity. 

But a university which attracts stu- 
dents from its own immediate local- 
ity should not feel apologetic. Even 
more important, students who wish 
to live at home should not need to 
feel on the defensive, or that they 
lack some essential quality of success 
in the modern world. The security 
with which he is familiar should 
allow the student to concentrate on 
his learning rather than on adapting 
to a new social organization which 
•itself contributes little to the com- 
munity in which it has its roots.

To find. out what children think of the televis- 
ion programmes they watch, I visited 
Copenhagen Primary School, just north of 
Kiqgt Cross station in London. The school is 
housed in a Victorian building surrounded by 
council houses and flats built since the 1930s. 
He pupils are drawn from a working-class, 
multi-racial community just off the Caledonian 
Road. The children I spoken to were chosen 
it random: 

We began by discussing television in small 
groups and proceeded to individual interviews. 
The point which stands out is the sheer 
amount of time spent by most children in front 
of that small, flickering screen. Nearly all of 
(hem watched for at least 30 hours a week, 
and some well over this figure. 

If these consumption rates are representa- 
tive -and there is nothing to suggest otherwise 
- then the average child now spends substan- 
tially more time glued to the tube than at 
school. Children now form a significant prop- 
ortion of virtually any television audience. 

1 have selected some representative inter- 
views from those I had with the children In the 
school. 

Irving pradshaw, aged 10 

Irving usually gets home from school at 4pm 
and immediately settles down to watch televis- 
ion. “Mostly, if stays on for the rest of the 
nfg/K, u be says.

Although she likes watching many program- 
mes aimed at adult/family audiences, Ruth 
says she prefers those made particularly for 
children. Another of her regular favourites is 
John Craven's Newsround (BBC) because 
“they find out what is happening in the 
world”. She thinks that the adult news "has 
more about accidents in it, but the children's 
news is more about people around the world." 
Asked whether she could put up with no 
television, she laughs and says: “No, I have to 
watch telly, because it’s my favourite."

Adolescents at 10 London comprehensivcs 
have an on-the-spot social worker to help 
them with problems ranging from exam stress 
to family conflict - as a result of a partnership 
between the education and social services de- 
partment which has won acclaim from head- 
teachers. 

Full-time social workers are now based in 10 
of the 14 secondaries in Haringey, a north 
London borough which exhibits many of the 
difficulties of inner city deprivation. 

The school-based social worker scheme was 
financed and largely set up by the borough’s 
social^ services department seven years ago. 
But it followed a joint initiative with the 
education department after both began to de- 
spair of achieving the kind of cooperation they 
knew was essential. 

“There was general fructration in the 
schools over not knowing whether to contact 
social services, education welfare, child gui- 
dance or any of the other agencies when 
problems arose," says Roy Bohrer, an area 
social services officer and the coordinator of 
the scheme. “There had been many instances 
of teachers not knowing that children were in 
care or on supervision orders.” 

And Alexander Nixon, head of Alexandra 
rark school and an enthusiastic supporter of 
the scheme, says: “I see it as the only means 
of compelling education and social services to 
work together. So often the educational diffi- 
eul ties ^ have a root cause in the home and vice 

At the start only the problems were easy to 
forsee. How would education welfare officers 
and even pastoral care staff react, for exam- 
ple, 'towards what might be. seen as a clear 


trespass? How would teachers accent ihe^ 
fidentinlity basic to social woric^X* 
which could lead to them being refused areas 
to information which the social worker & 
joyed? In turn could social workers accept fat 
in schools social work must be a secondan 
activity? ' 

There was little experience to draw on 
Although other local authorities were raoviiu 
gradually in the same direction, attempts at 
establishing social work help in schools were 
piecemeal, and ranged from the ILEA'i 
scheme for training educational welfare offo 
ers In social work to Coventry’s three-iw 
urban aided project which placed social work- 
ers in two primary schools. As it turned oat, 
the initial fears were' largely groundless. 

Kate Bond, one of the earlier school based 
social workers to be appointed, had been a 
teacher before qualifying as a sodal worker. 
Her first job was to work out with her col- 
leagues their own job description. And one oi 
the decisions made then - that the social 
workers should continue their statutory wot 
of taking on care and supervision orders - 
has proved a strength of the scheme. 

“It means we’re often Involved with kids it 
an earlier age and stage and we’re abfc tosee 
their cases right through to the find cmwta- 
sion," she explained. “That continuity is espe- 
cially valuable at times of crisis and family 
upset." 

Kate carries a regular caseload of about 30 
but will meet many more children on top of 
that. Initially she and her colleagues found 
almost every crisis thrown in their direction, 
but as the scheme became established and 
social workers evolved the individual practice 
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appropriate to the school they served, selec- 
tion over where problems should be directed - 
to the social worker, to the education welfare 
officer, or elsewhere - began to operate easily 
and naturally. 

At Wood Green school, Kate shares a small 
office with the education welfare officer whose 
work is based largely on school attendance, 
while Kate covers a much wider spectrum. 

Referrals come from a variety of sources: 
class teachers, parents, medical authorities, 
social services area offices or other outside 
agencies, or even the child itself. And the 
problems dealt with are no less easy for being 
standard adolescent fare. They include exam 
stress; depression; relationships with parents, 
teachers and peers, family break-ups and 
cultural 1 conflict within families where particu- 
larly Asian and Cypriot girls see parents ex- 
pectations as restrictive and unrealistic; bully- 
mg; children in trouble with the police; and 
sefcodgiri pregnancies. In practical terms Kate 
can find herself collecting and taking to school 
an anxious new pupil at 9.00 am and accom- 
panying a hardened adolescent to a court 
appearance one hour later. 

In addition, she will see large numbers of 
children through her group work within the 
school. Groups are set up wherever a need is 
identified and range from six-week sessions 
aimed at trying to prevent timid children from 
small primaries from worrying about how they 
will fit in at a large comprehensive, to school 
leavers’ groups where everything from leaving 
home to filling in job applications is covered. 

There is also an involvement In the curricu- 
lum, for Kate leads a multi-cultural studies 
group within the staffroom and helps to design 
social studies courses.

Almost a century ago Flora Thompson 
lamented that the games and rhymes of her 
childhood during the 1880s in the hamlet of 
Lark Rise would quickly disappear as life 
styles changed. 

“Of all the generations that had played 
the game, that of the eighties was to be the 
last. Already those children had one foot in 
the national school and one on the village 
green. Their children and grandchildren 
would have left the village green behind 
them; new and as yet undreamed of plea- 
sures and excitements would be theirs. In 10 
years time, the games would be neglected 
and in 20 forgotten. But all through the 
eighties the games went on and seemed to 
the children themselves and to onlookers 
part of a life that always had been and 
always would be.” 

And so it has remained, each generation of 
adults fearing the imminent extinction of the 
oral traditions of their childhood. 

My own observations in the playgrounds of 
an Oxford first and Middle School, not 20 
miles from Lark Rise (a pen name for Juniper 
Hill on the Oxfordshire/Northants border), re- 
vealed the continuing existence of a world 
immensely rich in folklore. Although the 
teachers knew of Iona and Peter Opie’s books 
The Lore and Language of Schoolchildren and 
Children’s Games in Street and Playground 
they were sceptical that this culture that the 
Opies had described in the 195ps and 1960s 
had survived into the late 1970s, 

Perhaps the most amazing feat of ora] trans- 
mission over the generations is the extent to 
which gibberish has remained intact. Eight- 
year-old Clare told me the. following rhyme 
that she learnt from her grandmother.

days more sensibly purchased at a Chinese 
restaurant rather than at a Chinese laundry, 
but alas it is wrapped up in a five pound note 
instead of a tablecloth. A change has also 
crept into the old standby, '*eeny, ineeny, 
miney, mo . . The word “nigger" has fallen 
into disrepute and been dropped from the line 
“catch a nigger by the toe". “Nigger” has 
given way to "knicker" and with it has arisen a 
new variation of the rhyme, “lost my knickers 
in the snow, if you find them, let us know”. 

This world of countless games, rhymes and 
songs is quite different both from the nursery 
school and from play sessions at home. For 
many newly fledged five-yettr-olds it is a fright- 
ening place. One school that I visited had 
marked out an area in the playground from 
where these little ones could watch in safety; 
older children were forbidden to enter their 
sanctuary. 

It is only during their second year at school 
when they approach seven that they really 
become full participants in this culture. It is 
then that they go beyond the simplest games 
of catch and “off-ground-tig" to more complex 
versions such as "budge”, “hospital tig", “TV 
tig", “bogey-tig", “chain-he", “British Bull- 
dog", “Mother May I?", “Grandmother’s foot- 
. steps' 1 , “Jack, Jack,, may w6 cross (he water?” 
to name but a few. When choosing roles, they 
start to count using rhymes, rather than simply 
going along with, “’You be ‘it’” or volunteering 
themselves, “I'll be Batman”. 

Likewise, ritual words become a part of

It is to him or her that the 
request, “Can I play?" must be directed. - 

There are penalties for . failing to follow the 
rules. Nine-year-old John told me, “If they, say 
'I’m playing* not ‘Can 1 play?', then I swear at 
them and tell them to go away”. But correctly 
posing the question does not guarantee entry.

Few childreii habitually resort io violence to 
gain entry. Nick was. one, but this tactic 
brought him little success. For instance. When 
he kicked a football player who woqld not let 
him play, the boy retorted, “Now you’re cer - 
tainly not playing!” - • . • - i 
Why are some children desired as playmates 
and not others? As the dinner-ladies put it; 
“They play wilh them for a little while, but 
then. they get tired of -them ^nd they're back 


on their own again . . . Wei! we can’t really do 
anything about it. because if there’s children 
who won’t play with them, you can't force 
them to play." 

The problem has its roots way back in the 
family relationships. Research in France sug- 
gest that even as early as towards the end of 
the first year, it is possible to pick out those 
children who are attractive in the way they 
interact with their peers and those who most 
definitely are not. 

Hubert Montngner has observed that some 
children in the criche greet their friends when 
they arrive in the morning and rush to console 
them should they burst into tears. Even in 
conflicts these Leaders, as he calls them, do not 
retaliate violently, and. so manage to avoid 
further aggression. If they themselves make a 
threat, he reports that they wait for a reply 
before hitting out and are only as aggressive as 
is strictly necessary to obtain the desired goal. 

All this causes others to approach and imitate 
them and they nre frequently offered objects, 

Other children in the crtche are rarely 
friendly and frequently aggressive without 
there being any obvious cause.. Sometimes 
their aggression alternates With isolation anti . 
any friendly sequences are likely to be: Intel 1 * 
rupfed without any. clear reason ^ why. These 1 
are the ones who later on in the nursery 
school and in the first school playground are 
likely to barge into games and become violent 
when excluded, rather than doing something 
that would attract members of a group to 
them, such as storting up their own game or 
finding a new use for an object lying about on 
the ground. 

Despite 1 the fact that 1 their difficulties arise, 
.within The home,' teachers who spend 'time 
observing exactly- how tjjey behave towards ■ 
peers and pdaifs will undoubtedly gain a better 
understanding of the special needs and fnistra^ 
tiqns that difficult children bring from Home ■- 
and which Only too often led d. to unprovoked 
hostility or withdrawal, NursCiy School ■ 
teachers in particular are in a position ; to : 
structure the children's play activities so that 
they, like their better adjusted peers, begin to 
experiment with new games, new roles, new 
situations and new ways out of difficulties. It is . 
not just a matter of teaching- them new tactics.

iar continent. Governments and the EEC have 
awoken to the problems of regional disparities, 
but economic historians have until recently 
paid relatively little attention to them, except 
within national boundaries. Or else they have 
been taken for granted. This Is understand- 
able, inasmuch as the basic statistics are, with 
some exceptions, those collected within state 
frontiers. Thus, while we know much about 
the foreign trade of Britain, we know very 
little about the corresponding transactions of, 
say, Lancashire with the rest of Europe. 

Much as the decision to take air photographs 
at an angle rather than vertically made visible 
to archaeologists things they could not pre- 
viously see, so Pollard’s angle of vision illu- 
minates a good deal of European economic 
history. For one thing, it eliminates certain 
familiar errors. If, as he points out, Belgium 
remained part of France or the United Nether- 
lands (and It was both between the 1790s and 
1830) we should not now think of it as the 
earliest industrialized country in nineteenth 
century Europe after Britain, but (like the 
adjoining departments of France which belong 
to the same region) as a dynamic patch within 
an economy, of fairly slow growth. In short 
’ Frontiers impose a grid on this pattern of 
living economic organs, a grid that might 
change with wars, conquests, and treaties 
. but still had .relatively little influence on 
ecoifomic gibwth."

jand the peasant problems of Eastern Europe. 
It will be enormously useful to anyone - i.e. to 
most of us - who have read only a fraction of 
the author’s multilingual 50-page bibliography. 
But the essential object of the book is not to 
provide shortcuts to unfamiliar information, 
but to appraise and revise the mass of conflict- 
ing theories about the process of industrializa- 
tion, accumulated by historians and econom- 
ists. -Since both the subject and the literature 
are vast and ramified, so is Pollard's new look 
at both. 

Much of what he says is convincing, and all 
of It is worth serious consideration. However, 
two aspects of the argument raise some 
doubts. 

The first is a certain haziness about his basic 
concepts, “Europe” and “the region”. The- 
•Europe which is his subject is essentially a 
historical rather than an economic unit. It Is 
not the “core region” of global capitalist indls- 
trializatfon, for this would certainly have to 
Include the USA and more recently Japan. 
And while, as Pollard shows, It includes areas 
similar to those In the dependent periphery, 
even In parts of Northwestern Europe, the 
actual division Is left unreal, between the 
zones eventually integrated into the “de- 
veloped” world - in parts of the Mediterra- 
nean and the Balkans riot until the 1950s - and 
those remaining outside it. This does not mat- 
ter much to the plain historian, long used to 
thinking qf “Europe'', broadly speaking, as a 
state system reaching from Gibraltar to the 
Urals, but excluding the old Turkish empire 
(about which .Pollard say£ rtext to nothing). 
But . it may raise difficulties for a general 
argument about industrialization;

For the period between the British Induif- - 
rial Revolution and the 1870s, Pollsrdk ekie ft 
extremely strong, though one would ubuettv 
sarily come to the same conclusions about the 
era when Britain acquired that monopoly ol 
sea-power and of overseas trade on which, its 
extraordinary economic triumphs were so 
largely based. Nor would anyone deny that the 
self-centred policies of national states between 
the wars were, on balance, disastrous. Or that, 
before 1914, they contributed to the collapse of 
Europe into an era of general wars. It is also 
true that the capacity of states to affect their, 
economies grew dramatically after 1870. But it 
has been plausibly argued (for instance by 
Bairoch) that (he industrialization of the worki 
proceeded more rapidly in the era of moderate 
protectionism after the 1870s, than in the 
earlier era of effective global free trade. .The 
argument is not met here. 

All that Pollard suggests in a rather biW 
chapter on the years between 1870 and 19141s 
that before World War I the forces making for 
q Cobdenite free world economy were not yet 
offset by the disastrous effects of a grtwnj 
neo-mercafttillsm.

Gillian Peele on electoral reform in Britain 


The People and the Party System: the 
referendum and electoral reform In 
British politics- By Vernon Bog- 

The recent violence in the streets of 
Totleih, Moss Side and Brixton sug- 
L* that our system of representa- 
Ke democracy is not working as 
effectively as it might. Recourse 
direct action by racial minorities and 
unemployed youth, though it is more 
dramatic, follows a series of earlier 
chalknges to the traditional assump- 
tion of British politics. The forma- 
tion of the Social Democratic 
Party widespread disenchantment 
with the two major parties, calls for 
‘ a bill of rights and demands for 
devolution - all these developments 
have cast doubt on the popular sup- 
port for the basic institutions and 
style of British government. At the 
heart of the system there is, of 
course, the structure of party com-

How can the British political sys- 
tem bn reformed so that it can again 
command .the confidence of the 
neawal ptroUe?

Worst of all, the limited 
choice available to voters combined 
with the mandate theory means that 
an elector who wishes to register a 
protest against a government risks 
electing a new government which 
will claim that vote as an endorse- 
ment of each and every extreme 
policy proposal adopted in opposi- 
tion. When one of the parties could 
become the captive of a viewpoint as 
remote from tne mainstream of pub- 
lic opinion as Mr Benn’s, this situa- 
tion is not merely anomalous; it is 
positively dangerous since, as Mr 
Bogdanor makes clear, the Swing of 
the electoral pendulum is such as to 
bring to office in due course the 
major opposition party regardless of 
its policies or leaders. 

Thus far, perhaps, Mr Bogdanor’s 
explanation of how the parties have 
poisoned the well of British demo- 
cracy is not particularly novel. Simi- 
lar accounts can be found in the 
writings or Professor Finer. Nevil 
Johnson and Michael Stewart. What 
is itighly original is the way Mr Bog- 
danor advocates two remedies - the 
referendum and electoral reform - as 
instruments for restoring popular 
sovereignty in the political process 
and his demonstration that, so for 
from being alien to the British tradi- 


system and the discussions of re- 
ferenda over the previous century, 
he shows how at almost every point 
the short-term interests of the par- 
ties, predominated over, equity and 
the establishment of general princi- 
ples to constrain political conflict. 
The typical attitude towards constitu- 
tional reform is nicely captured in 
the remarks of Lord Malmesbury 
when he opposed the Cairns amend- 
ment to tne Second Reform Bill. 
Designed to protect minority repre- 
sentation by the limited vote, (he 
Cairns amendment seemed unduly 
complex to the noble Lord: 

“The mind of an Englishman is a 
very straightforward piece of 
machinery, and 1 may say he

Let the academic raise theoretical 


objections to the way the first-past- 
the-post system operates and devise 
fancy franchises to correct its injus- 
tices. As your disinterested M.P. will 
readily confirm, talk of proportional 
representation causes the House of 
Commons to collapse in laughter 
whether the topic is raised by a John 
Stuart Mill in 1867 or a John Mack- 
intosh in 1977. 

The best hope of securingihe elec- 
toral reform which Mr Bogdanor 
wants seems to reside in the 
rise of the alliance between 
the Social Democrats and Liberals 
since at the moment both are firmly 
committed to proportional repre- 
sentation. Yet would the Social 
Democrats be so tender about 
minorities if they believed they could 
replace one of the two major par- 
ties? After all, as Mr Bogdanor’s 
careful account shows, the Liberal 
Party was for long hostile to prop- 
ortional representation. It was only 
after the party had been relegated to 
third place by the workings of the 
simple plurality system that Liberals 
like Lloyd George and Asquith real- 
ised their error. It is, perhaps, a pity 
therefore that Mr Bogdanor did not 
extend his analysis to cover more, 
general issues of constitutional re- 
form than the ones which relate so 
closely to the party system, impor- 
tant though they are. He could, for 
, example, nave applied the historical 
‘approach to discussions about the 
role of the second chamber (which 
inevitably comes into his discussion 
to some extent anyway) and perhaps 
to more recent concern with bills of 
rights and civil liberties. What is so 
clearly missing from British politics is 
the constitutional perspective to dis- 
tinguish today’s majority from the 
balance which the system should, 
strike between that majority - what- 
ever its composition - and the | 
minority. The referendum offers a 
way of entrenching a bill of rights 
just as it can find whether a consen- 
sus for one exists in the first place. 
To put one’s faith in parties, even if 
made more responsive and elastic by 
the methods advocated by Mr Bog- 
danor, is to entrust the virtues he 
defends so persuasively to the care 
of men whose careers demand sub- 
serviency to pragmatic self-interest. 

Scepticism about the likelihood of 
irnplementing the party reforms, 
advocated By Vernon Bogdanaor 
-should not be Interpreted as a critic- 
ism of the book as a whole. Lucid 
and thoughtful. Its impeccable scho- 
larship wul make It required reading 
for all students of modem history 
and contemporary politics.

Richard Bourne has certainly come 
across some very curious London 
characters. 

Celia Fremlin lives in Hampstead. 
In the mid-1970's, for reasons that 
arc not altogether made clear, she 
started to roam the London streets 
late at night. Although the experi- 
ence proved less awesome than con- 
temporary myths suggest, she quickly 
discovered some rather effective 
ways of avoiding assault and rape. 

In essence the Fremlin technique 
takes the form of a direct frontal 
approach (“never, never approach 
from behind") on anyone who seems 
to be brooding over perverse possibi- 
lities. One lonely nignt, for example, 
she came upon a group of young 
punks goosestepping their way round 
a large Brixton estate. ‘When they 
became aware of her presence they 
all began marching in tier direction. 
Unhesitatingly Cena Fremlin started 
walking in step towards them and 
when finally they met up she naively 
asked for guidance back to the main 
road. The small army of neo-na 2 i’s 
escorted her to nearest stop and saw 
her safely onto a bus. 

On another occasion a man came 


got to catch a train - yes do walk 
along with me, but I’ve got to walk 
rather fast because I've got to catch 
this train." 

Then there's Simon Doherty, an 
Irish tinker who lives on n caravan 
site between Deptford and 
Lewisham. When his daughter Mary 
was married in 1980. lie paid out 
£20,000 for the service and celebra- 
tions. and (he centre-piccc of the 
occasion was a 42 tier wedding cake 
which he feels sure should be given 0 
mention in the Gui/uiess Book oj 
Records. Inevitably of course success 
creates envy - others must challenge 
such a triumph so now he, uncertain- 
ly, counts his daughters (“Is it seven 
daughters I’ve got or six?”) and 
plans even bigger and better wedding 
cakes: “If a cuke goes to 60 tiers 
before my next daughter gets mar- 
ried I'll have a higher one ... but I 
hope there’s not another wedding 
coming up soon”.

She began soliciting prostitution 
at the age of 11 and now, at 24, is so

The comparatively rapid change to 
comprehensive secondary schools in 
the past two decades has affected the 
roles of those with responsibility in 
these schools.

As an illus- 
trated reference work, suitable for all 
ages from about nine years upwards, 
it is unique in its field, for whether 
it’s a stained glass window, a manu- 
script, a cartoon or a budding, each 
illustration is carefully chosen to sug- 
gest contemoraiy ideas, from the 
Egyptian papyrus drawing of the god 
Anubis weighing a soul in the Da- 
lance, to the crystallization of the 
fearful social dissolution of civil war 
in Picasso’s Guernica and the repre- 
sentations by the German Express- 
ionist Otto Dix of the hard manic 
sickness of Weimar Germany. One 
of the most potently illustrated 
themes is the impact of West upon 
East as Europe colonized the rest of 
the world. Standing on a hill in In- 
donesia, in a picture in Volume 5, is 
a stiffly correct Dutch couple, man 
and wife, dressed in black with star- 
ched white collars, fingers demurely 
linked. Behind them a servant 
shades them from the foreign sun 
with a riant frilly sunshade: at their 
feet and stretching towards distant 
islands is galleon upon galleon of the 


richly and exoticaliy glowing in the 
red East Indian sunset. Such dispara- 
te incongruity contrasts dramatically 
with the photograph of Bombay sta- 
tion in Volume 7, which tells a total- 
ly different story. Impossibly com- 
bining arrogant Victorian massive- 
ness with Gothic revival ornament 
translated delicately into Persian, it 
testifies mutely to the equivocal 
ambivalence which locked Britain 
and India together until the last days 
of the Raj. These pictures say more 
about the collision of cultures than 
words could in twice the space. 


Its world perspective and its varie- 
ty of primary visual source material 

S ut trie illustrated World History 
rmly in the camp of “new history . 


For a standard exposition of the old 
approach we can turn to the Oxford 
Junior History, a series on British 
social histoiy. There are some con- 
temporary illustrations, but the best 
colours and the double page spreads 
are reserved for the good old artists’ 
impressions, mock-ups and Imagined 
scenes. Much of the text is based on 
mocked-up evidence, too; there are 
quotations from imaginary mediaeval 
guildsmen, imaginary New England 
merchants, imaginary miners' leaders 
in 1926 and imaginary farmers in the 
second world war. The series is in- 
tended for nine to 13 year olds, with 
the BBC radio series History Long 
Ago and History Not So Long Ago 
(titles which themselves testify to a 
less than total regard for the particu- 


lar and the specific) in mind. This 
age range could well cope with the 
idea that historical assertion must be 
based on reliable evidence, and it is 
an insult to fob them off with adhoc 
characters mouthing spurious “evi- 
dence" to “support ^ what the writer 
was going to say anyway. 

There seem to' be some misconcep- 
tions in the text, too, for Instance 
about the nature of seventeenth cen- 
tury radicalism. The Diggers, who 
are referred to as a “sect”, are de- 
scribed as taking the land and farm- 
ing for ihemsdves, a description 
which suggests a total failure to 
apprehena their rejection of . the 
whole concept of property and their 
belief that the fruits of the earth 
should be shared. The paragraph on 
religious radicalism appears to bo 
based on an anti-Sectarian broad- 
sheet, and ear-cropping and brand- 
ing, It is suggested, were punish- 
ments inflic tea solely by Puritans. 
“Strange to think of the love of God 
being used as an excuse to carry out 
these, horrible punishments” - 
strange indeed, but stanger still that 
Star Chamber's earlier use of these 
punishments after Archbishop Laud's 
great anti-Puritan show trials of the 
1630s should totally escape com- 
ment. Prynne, Burton and Bnstwick, 
.not to mention Freeborn John Lil- 
bume, must be turning in their 
graves. This is not the worst of the 
old history, but it does serve to 
emphasise why there was a need for 
the new.

? reduced the Harris Environmental 
eat Centre to enable conductivity, 
pH, light, temperature and oxygen 
to be monitored. 

The equipment is supplied in a 
compact moulded plastic case and 
powered by two batteries. One inte- 
gral meter displays the readings on 
two scales for all five parameters. 
Unlike other environmental monitor- 
ing kits, which require various mod- 
ules and/or meters to be connected, 
the Harris Test Centre is an entire 
unit with all the necessary connex- 
ions built in. 

The operator only has to select the 
appropriate probe or electrode, 
make connexions to the correct 
sockets, and then turn the master 
selector switch to the parameter to 
be tested. The procedures that fol- 
low depend on the parameter being 
measured. A fairly comprehensive 
instruction manual gives details of 
what to do. 


Conductivity measurement is made 
by multiplying this reading by the 
range setting used. Readings of pH 
involve immersing the electrode in a 
known pH buffer solution, adjusting 
a buffer control, rinsing the elec- 
trode in distilled water, and then 
reading the test solution. 

The electrode should be stored in 
distUled water after use, which 
means that various bottles and flasks 
of buffer and water need to be car- 
ried with the Test Centre. Readings 
in the Geld are therefore somewhat 
inconvenient as there is no space 
within the Test Centre to carry tnese 
additional items (though to be fair, 
no other environmental kit makes 
provision for these either). 

Comparative readings (rather than 
absolute measurements) of tight in- 
tensity are easily made by plugging 
in the light probe and setting the 
equipment to give a full-scale deflec- 
tion with the probe in bright sun- 
light. (No suggestions are made of 
how to adjust tne apparatus correctly 
when using it on a dull day!) If the 
light intensity is low, the unit can be 
switched to a higher sensitivity with 
approximately a xlO increase in read- 
ings. The probe has an adjustable 


calibrated in the laboratory before 
use. This involves immersion in ice 
and boiling water and the adjustment 
of meter readings to 0°C and 100°C 
by two controls under metal caps. 


After that, it is easy to obtain read- 
ings on a 0 - 30°C, 0 - 100T, or any 


lire span. The probe uses a silicon 
diode which gives a very rapid res- 
ponse to temperature change. The 
sensor is, however, rather exposed 
and could easily be damaged by 
rough or careless handling. The 
probe is supposed to have a protec- 
tive guard, but the one supplied for 
review did not.

Hie monthly statistical bulletins from 
the Department of Energy show a 
Ml In total energy consumption in 
Britain compared^ with 1980. This 
raises questions of the success of 
energy conservation policies and the 
neeofor more nuclear power sta- 
tions. At present, the emouht of 
energy that Britain uses each year is 
roughly the same as burning 
362,000,000 tons of coal. 

This tape/filmstrip is the answer to- 
many a prayer from those who regu- 
larly seek to illustrate and discuss 
energy issues. .More importantly, it 
goes beyond the conventional view- 
point and considers the very wide 
range of alternative energy sources. 

There are three basic considera- 
tions: first, the short term future of 
fossil fuels such as oil, gas and coal; 
sound, the growing doubts about 
the role of nuclear power; and third, 
renewable energy sources. We are 
asked to think carefully about the

1 ft Is assumed that there is, in 
juwral, considerable ignorance ab- 
1 cut alternative energy technologies, 
and this appljes not least to those 
who make crucial decisions about 
out energy future. Because of this, 
clear sections are devoted to solar 
’ power, geothermal energy, wind and 
water power. Biological forms of 
energy such as methane gns and fast- 
.Snmfog willow and poplar woods are 
.also discussed. 

Dfispite the decision to end the 
Save It? campaign in this country - 


cynics would say that the less energy I 
we use, the more uneconomic become 
the conventional means of production 
- practical energy conservation meas- 
ures can save somewhere between: 
one-third and one-half of the energy' 
that we use today. An active commit- 1 
ment to conservation now should see 
us through the period of transition 1 
from fossil fuels to renewable energy 
sources. 

The tape lasts 23 minutes and pro- 
vides a reasoned and lively debate 
on the choice of our energy future. 
This choice is between concentrating 
our available resources on foe con- 
ventional solution - nuclear power - 
and on renewable energy technolo- 
gies, which are sounder ecologically 
and more labour intensive, at a time 
when we need to create many more 
socially useful jobs. The myth that 
alternative technologies will mean re- 
verting to a more primitive way of 
life is at long last breaking down. 

The colour slides are of nigh stan- 
dard and the related comments pro- 
vide invaluable background to a set 
of discussion questions and suggested 
activities. These include a fuller 
understanding of the ideas and prac- 
tical solutions of the National Centre 
for Alternative Technology at 
Machynlleth.

You would have to be very un- 
lucky and staggeringly inept to have 
as bad a school visit as this one, but 
it is true that very few teachers get 
the most out of their visits. Here are 
some suggestions for the optimum 
visit, compiled with help from Steven 
Cantle (ex-Science Museum). Glen

# Background Work. Both class and 
teacher must be somewhat familiar 
with what they are going to see. For 
the class, this means a few - not too 
many, or they will become blasd - 
preparatory lesson. As the -people at 
the Science Museum point out, their 


collection is full of objects of intense 
intrinsic interest which tire in ull the 
history hooks. 

For the teacher, preparation 
means at least one ndvunce visit, nml 
contact with the staff of the museum. 
More and more museums are arrang- 
ing in-service training courses for 
teachers, but education staff nt the 
museums will be nappy to help you 
arrange your visit. 

• Liaison. Museum stnff can often 
provide suggestions for what to see, 
as well as worksheets and perhaps 
lectures or lessons. In return they 
need to know: the size of the visiting 
group, their ability range, the day, 
time and subject of the visit. Apart 
from the obvious educational 
reasons, it is courteous, 

• Length of visit. Generally, forty- 
minutes to an hour is the right 
amount of time for children to spend 
on intensive work such ns a detailed 
worksheet on one gallery. If this 
period of greater concentration is 
embedded in another hour or so of 
more light-hearted familiarizing with 
the galleries in the form of a “trea- 
sure hunt" or trail, so much the 
better. Little and often is the ideal 
way to incorporate museum visits 
into the curriculum, but if this is 
impractical, it is still important not 
to over-tire and so bore the pupils. 

• Where to go. Museums are a vital 
resource across the whole curricu- 
lum. Whereas primary school visits 
are useful mostly to absorb experi- 
ences, secondary and middle school- 
children will be able to treat the 
galleries as knowledge banks. In the 
more cosy atmosphere of a local 
museum children may be able to 
relate more deeply to the objects. 
The Geffrye Museum has a Handling 
Collection of Victoriana which is a 
perfect imaginative trigger. In the 
national museums with grander re- 
sources, the advantages lie in stimu- 
lating wonder which adds dimension 
to textbook learning. 

• Who to take. No-one under six, or 
possible even seven. A museum is 
not a playground, and Is nlso rather 
confusing and tiring to small chil- 
dren.

An implication here must be that

1 set up their own form of NDQ. 
Moves in this direction have already 
been intimated by the National 
Council for Special Education. 

The greatest progress has probably 
been foreshadowed in decisions now 
reached on pre-school provision. The 
magic starting line at two years of 
age has been erased. Successful, 
amendments to the Act have brought 
hospitals and education authorities 
closer. The concept of multi- 
professional assessment certainly in- 
corporates “a substantial contribu- 
tion from the health and social ser- 
vices" (DHSS handbook on Care In 
Action). 

We can anticipate professionals 
from health, education and social 
services having a wider range of 
inservice courses accessible to them, 
and sparking off new initiatives. 
Similarly, we can anticipate a range 
of professional organizations opening 
up their courses to other professions. 

The emergence of the Association 
of Professions for the Mentally 
Handicapped during the 1970s was 
no accident. We can already see 
moves op the part of special educa- 
tion organizations to reconsider their 
roles and their labels in the light of 
Wamock. There is little doubt that 
the 1980s will see important organi- 
zational changes in this respect. 

With regard to the 16-19 year age 
group, important adjustments have 
taken place in a .number of FE col- 
leges, and the work of .the Hester. 
Adrian Research Centre in Manches- 
ter has been invigorating at both the 
pre-school and post-school stages. It 
is easy to forget the long cam- 
paign that preceded the setting up of 
the Hester Adrian Research Centre 
- again through voluntary effort. 

The lane which led to the exten- 
sion of the educational umbrella ten 
years ago to children who were men- 
tally handicapped, should no doubt

Charles Gains and Jim McNicholas on new 
directions for remedial education 


The recent urban riots were predict- 
able but traumatic. Many of the 
youngsters involved would almost cer- 
tainty have been considered learning 
failures, recipients of remedial educa- 
tion in the past or present. If so, they 
may well have been fed on the tradi- 
tional diet of remedial exorcises in 
. circumscribed basic skill a runs. U 
seems a good lime to ask whether 
these methods significantly alter atti- 
tudes, or merely improve the quality 
of graffiti on city walls. 

Remedial education has made con- 
siderable adjustments to circumstances 
during the last ten years, although 
efforts tend to be both isolated, and 
dependent on individual entrepreneu- 
rial skills. The economic situation has 
restricted the development of new 
strategies, and it has also been used 
as an excuse for inactivity. At the 
same time the Wamock Report and 
various DES pronouncements, are 
drawing attention to a very much lar- 
ger group of children, up to one third 
or more in many secondary schools, 
who suffer from mild learning diffi- 
culties and are possibly even more 
disenchanted with what schools cur-

They can equally be said 
to need remedial help in the broadest 
sense of the word. 

Remedial education owes a great 
deal to the pioneering efforts of Fred 
Schonell ana others in the forties and 
fifties. From humble origins it has 
blossomed Into a massive service 
comparable to the American com- 
pensatory education programmes, 
unfortunately, remedial education 
has never been subjected to a com- 
prehensive evaluation. It is thus an 
easy area to attack, and the economic 
cots have fallen disproportionately 
upon it. Among remedial teachers 
there is an uneasy feeling that the 
Schonell legacy has run out and there 
is little to replace it. But this feeling 
can be offset by considering the 
efforts of the National Association for 
Remedial Education. 

Tn its seventeen years of existence, 
NARE has pioneered developments 
in remedial work and given clear 
pointers to the future. For example, 
in 1978 remedial education was re- 
defined as . . that prirt of educa- 
tion which is concerned with the pre- 
vention, Investigation and treatment 
of learning difficulties from whatever 
source they may emanate and which 
hinder the normal educational de- 
velopment of the student". (NARE 
Guidelines No. 1: Report on In- 
Service Training). 

Significantly, the word "preven- 
tion" has entered the vocabulary of 
remedial teachers, which suggests that 
operations should sltift from Isolated 
"remedial corners of the school Into 
.mainstream activity. Similarly the 
phrase "from whatever source they 
may emanate" lifts a contemporary 
ring. It suggests that emphasis be

Maureen Oswin on the deprivations of children in long-stay hospitals 


The simplest educational theory is 
that children learn from their experi- 
ences, but until recently, policies for 
the residential care of severely men- 
tally handicapped children seem 
almost to have ignored it. During the 
1950s, the late Professor Jack lizard 
made an outstanding contribution to 
knowledge about handicapped chil- 
dren. He proved that their abilities 
were grossly impaired by poor care 
in overcrowded institutions. 

In the "Brooklands Experiment", 
a small group of very severely men- 
tally handicapped children were re- 
moved from the wards of a long-stay 
hospital to a small hostel, where they 
were cared for by trained staff. Pro- 
fessor Tizard recorded the develop- 
ment of the children. Their skills and 
social devlopment improved substan- 
tially when there was continuity of 
caring staff, individual attention and 
opportunities for play, and a homely 
environment. This offered an explicit 
message for planning services. 

At the time of Professor Tizard’s 
woTk there were 12,000 children liv- 
ing in long-stay hospitals. Today, 
there are fewer than 3,000 aged 
under 16. They are in mental handi- 
cap hospitals after being admitted for 
some “social" reason, such as having 
sick parents or poor housing, or be- 
cause their parents have died, and 
not because they are in need of such 
care. 

The drop in figures from more 
than 12,000 to fewer than 3,000 rep- 
resents too gradual a change in social 
policy. The changes have been 
brought about ' by persistent cam- 
paigning by pressure groups - not- 


living in hospitals in the 1950s, 60s 
and 70s have remained in hospital, 
and have grown up to become statis- 
tics for long-stay adult patients. The 
3.000 children who are in hospital 
now risk becoming the adult statistics 
of the 'nineties unless plnns are 
made to ensure their discharge into 
the community within the next two 
to three years. 

Why have successive governments 
failed to help children living in men- 
tal handicap hospitals? How is it that 
30 years after the closing down of 
the large public and chanty orphan- 
ages for ordinary children we still 
maintain state institutions (mis- 
leadingly called “hospitals") to 
accommodate menially handicapped 
adults and children? 

Ann Shearer, In her book Handi- 
capped Children in Residential Care: 
a study of policy failure , points out 
that legislation for children has con- 
sistently excluded those who are se-

This kind of injustice continues 
because very severely handicapped 
children are always vulnerable to the 
mystique of “medical and nursing 
care", and many people believe that 
hospitalization Is in the children's in- 
terest. This peculiar faith persists 
even though the institutionalisation 
of children goes against all our cur- 
rent understanding of child develop- 
ment and the importance of secure 
family care. 

The environment provided in most 
mental handicap hospitals has im- 
proved in the last twenty years, but 
there is no reason to suppose that 
the quality of care has kept pace 
with the decor. In the 50s, deprived 
children in long-stay wards nodded, 
sucked their fingers and chewed their 
cuffs beside windows without' cur- 
tains and on bare floors: in the 80s, 
a new generation of deprived chil- 


touched. Blind children wttp sal aB 
the evening in front of televiiiom. 
Adolescents were ready for bed a 
4.30 pm, many had not been outside 
the hospitals for years, and sooc 
were excluded from school evea 
though this contravenes the 1970 
Education (Handicapped Children 
Act. 

Some of the children were so cfcp- 
rived of mothering that they resorted 
to cuddling each other In their dj- 
spair. Their peculiar habits, ofta 
dismissed as part of their mental 
handicaps, had been caused by lack 
of personal attention and play. They 
might be pulling at their jumped 
until they found a piece of wool to 
unravel, or tipping over wheelchahs 
and whirling the wheels around. Sad- 
dest of all, they would rush to stran- 
gers who were visiting the wants, 
and cuddle them with a sort of fra- 
zied love.

If all local planners make a deter- 
mined effort to receive children into 
the community who are now in hos- 
pital, perhaps the problems will be 
reduced. Tragically, the reforms will 
have come too late for the thousands 
of young people already transferred 
to the adult wards of the long-stay 
hospitals which they entered as small 
children some 20 years ago. 

People in the past have tended to 
believe that handicapped children 
'are less vulnerable to hurt than nor- 
mal children and therefore are not 
damaged by poor care. Such a belief 
denies the basic human fact, pointed 
out so poingnantly in the work of 
Professor Tizard, that all children, 
handicapped or not, learn from ex- 
perience and will develop accor- 
dingly.
